For many years there has been a certain element in Canada 
that has been crying out for government ownership of railways, 
Well they have got it now, to some extent at least; and it is 
some problem. 

The deficit of Canada’s national system last fiscal year ran 
into an appalling number of millions of dollars. Of course the 
government administration of railways si only in the first stages, 
and in time there will likely be a better showing, but at present 
the need of rducing the loss is a very present one, and the mem- 
brs of the government, particularly the minister in charge of the 
department, are racking their brains for a solution. At least 
there is erey reason to believe that they are. 

A few years ago some statistical experts undertook to figure 
up the value of each agricultural settler to the national railways 
of the country. They worked it out that each one was worth 
an average annual cash value of $746.33 to the national rail- 
ways. ‘These figures are likely enough approximately correct. 
If they are, it seems that in getting the vacant lands of the west 
settled up as quickly as possible lies the solution of the prob- 
lem.' There are still millions of acres of good land in the western 
country upon which there has not been a sod turned, and the 
money spent in inducing the right kind of settlers to go upon 
them would yield returns in many other ways besides bringing 
the much needed revenue to the railways. 

The C.P.R. has always recognized the great value of settle- 
ment to their system. That corporation has spent great sums 
in intelligent and aggressive colonization work. It has been one 
of the largest land owners in the world, but its officers have 
always disclaimed the idea that they made ahy attempt to make 


money out of the sale of them. They were a railway company - 


and not real estate agents, they said. They wanted the country 
settled so that they might get the freight to haul. 

The C.P.R. is an excellently managed concern—if the gov- 
ernment can. éven approximate its success they will surpass the 
expectations of their most optimisti¢ admirers—and its example 


~ 


is well worth emulating. A.large appropriation should be made 


for the encouragement of the right class of immigration, and the 
tremendous annual deficit of the Canadian National Railways 
will soon dwindle down and finally disappear.

FIERGE FIRES IN 
~NEW BRUNSWICK 
Vitlags Destieved $1,000,000 

Damage 


The little village of St. Quen- 
tin, in Restigouche county, N.B:, 
on the line of the C.N.R., was al- 
most wiped oftt last week as the 
result of forest fires which had 
been raging on the crown lands 
in Restigouche. ’ 

St., Quentiti was a thriving vil- 
lage of about 2,000 people and 
was a centr@ of the lumber an 
pulp operations. Ld 

The fire, which resulted in a 
monetary loss variqusly estimated 
from $750,000 to $1,000,000, 
first started in the millyard of J. 
E. Michaud, catching from burn- 
ing embers carried by the winds 
from the forest blaze. When. the 
fire had spent itself,'65 dwellings, 
three mills and two hotels, Cana- 
dian National Railway _ station, 
Provincial bank-and many busi- 
ness places were wiped out.

_ EX-LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR DEWDNEY 


l am requested to set down my personal recollections of 
Edgar Dewdney. ‘I will only say enough about his general public 
career'to give those to whom, at this distanée of time, he is only 
a name, and perhaps not even that, somé general. idea of the 
man | am writing about, He was born in Devonshire, England, 
and rffigrated to British Columbia at the age of twenty-four; 

’ was a civil engineer in that,province, became a member of. the 
Dominion House of Commons; was a devoted follower of John 
A. Macdonald; was made supefintendent general’ of Indian af- 
faris; succeeded David Laird in December, 1881, as Lieutenant 
Governor of the North West ‘Territories, and was Lieutenant 
Governor during the half-breed rebellion of 1885, and remained 
so until he was called to the cabinet by his old chief as Minister of 
the Interior. He was then elected for East Assiniboia to the 
Commons,’ succeeding W. Dell Perley, of whom I wrote last 
week. His occupancy of the seat was not very long—1 forget 
just how long—but Something like two or three years. He re- 
signed in 1892 to become Lieutenant Governor of his own pro- 
vince of British Columbia. From that’ time on his connection 
with the Territories was quite of a shadowy nature. He eame; 
he goverened in two capacities; he departed and was no more 
seen 


It must have been, I think, in 1889 that Dewdney’'s term 
te of office expired as Governor and he became the candidate for 
Parliament. Till then I had not come into. personal contact with 

him at all. I received a letter from him, asking me to speak for

The Permit System—The Lady and. the Governor 


There were a number: of. things which we homesteaders 
= wanted rectified and Mr, Dewdney gave us fair satisfaction in 
what he said in regard to them, but | have no definite recollec- 
tion of anything he said except with respect to the then pre- 
vailing ‘‘permit’’ system. When the North ‘West Territories were 
erected and passed from the nominal over-lordship of the Goy- 
ernor of (Manitoba into the hands of a Governor of its own (in 
_ 1876) there were practically no settlers to consider in regard to 
the use of those beverages which both cheer and inebriate. ,The — 
people who had to be considered were the large Indian popula-. 
tion: A “‘‘permit’’ system was adopted which meant briefly, that 
if you wanted anything. up to a couple of gallons of spirits, you 
had to make a declaration or affidavit that you had sttmmer com- 
plaint or frozen feet, or something of that sort and if the Gov- 
ernor thought the cause sufficient you got a document signed by 
him “permitting” you to import the stuff necessary for your 
cure, comfort or conyalescence, as the case might be. This was 
all very well for Indians perhaps, but it was a most éxasperating 
“thing fe a lot of free, white men, when the sonny had been 
dotted over here and there with settlements and little thirs 
towne and villages. We wanted this wretched system abolished. 
In his speech Ex-Governor Dewdney condemned the system, and 
most impdrtent duties for seven years had been to issue or 
refuse liquor “permits'’ as the case might be. ' 
In referring to the system Mr. Dewdney gave us some of 
eriences. One of them was something like this: ..

Walsh. 


The British Flag 


There was something pathetic 
in the way which the Sioux had 
sheltered beneath the British flag. 


They claimed their ancestors had, 


beefi faithful to Great Britain at 
the time of the American Revolu- 
-tion, and they had never changed 
their allegiance. There were 
many medals among them which 
had been struck in the reign of 
George Ill, They prized them 
greatly, called themselves ‘‘Child- 
ren of the Great White Queen,” 
and invoked her protection.

A Tragedy 
The Saulteaux and the “Crees 


were bitter enemies of the Sjoux 
and the Mounted Police had great 
difficulty in keeping peace be- 
tween them. ; 
One morning Sergt. McDonald 
of the Police rode by the Sioux 
camp at Wood Moystain~ and 
found’ on its outskirts six Saul- 
teaux Indians dead and scalped. 
The Sioux were chasing another 
Saulteaux, the only © survivor of 
the band who threw himself on 


Policeman. The Sidux had com- 
mitted the crime; there was no 
doubt about it. 

Mr. McDonald took the  un- 
fortunate Saulteaux to the Police 
post and gave him what comfort 
and assistance he could. But he 
had not. been there long before 
Sitting Bull, accompanied by five 
hundred mounted warriors, dash- 
ed up. wey 

The intrepid sergeant met them 
at the door. Sitting Bull dis- 
mounted from his — 
thrusting his rifle against 
Policeman's stomach, demanded 
that the Saulteaux be delivered to 
them at once. 


Retribution 
McDonald was _ impertuable. 


He told Sitting Bull that he would 
uk with him if he would first 


. 


him that he did not propose to 
deliver the Saulteauv to them and 
that furthermore he intended to 
at once send to the Sioux camp 
arrest the murderers of the 
other Indians. : 
Sitting Bull laughed at him. 
Three troopers thereupon mount- 
ed their horses and. proceeded to 
the Sioux encampment. They 
were menaced by a great crowd 
of hostile Indians, guns were fired 
and knives drawn, but they were 
impertuable in their duty and rode 
in among the infuriated mob of 
Indians and took their prisoners, 
who were afterwards punished for 
their crime. 
J Louis Legare 
A great teal of credit has beén 
given to the North West Mounted 
Police for their~handling of the 
Sioux situation and they cer- 
tainly deserve it. However, the 
credit for inducing Sitting Bull to 
return to the United States does 
not belong-to the Mounted Police 
but to Jean Louis Legare, -of 
Wood Mountain, a French-Cana- 
dian trader, who enjoyed a_ re- 
markable friendship with Sitting 
Bull and his braves. 
Sometime after the departure 
of General Terry the government 
at Ottawa sent an official to talk 
with Sitting Bull and induce him 
to return to his own country. This 
ommissioner was as unsuccess- 
ful as General Terry had been, 
Before leaving Sitting Bull, how- 
ever, he asked him if there was 
any man whose word he would 
take in-regard to the immunity 
which would be accorded him by 
the United States authorities. 


Sittif&® Bull thought for a mo- ie 


ment and said, “I will accept the 


trip to Washington to satisfy him- 
self that the Sioux would be safe 
in paraieg to their own country.

For a nuniber of years Sitting, 
Bull remained in peace at the re- 
servation allotted to him but in 
1891 he was supposed to have 
had something to do with the In- 
dian troubles which culminated in 
the fight at the Pine Ridge Agency 
where many of the Indians were 
shot down by the United States 
soldiers. ‘Some Indian police 
were sent to arrest, Sitting Bull, 
and on the excuse that he resisted | 
arrest, he was shot to death. 

Mr. Legare died at Willow) 
Bunch two years ago, one of the 
most respected and honored of! 
the old ‘time pioneers of the 
plains. Many a’ time he has told 
me with his own lips his experi- 
ences with Sitting Bull. 

By, the year 1880, the Police 
were __ thoroughly established 
throughout the west. They had 
placed their posts "in central posj- 
tions, and throwntheir patrols to 
the farthest confines of the great 
lone land, There was no place 
too remote, no ranges too lonely. 
to be exempt from the law of the 
British, which was enforced with 
strong and impartial hand by 
these red coated troopers. « 

By this time the big cattle men 
were coming into southern Alber- 
ta in considerable numbers. There 
were a number of the old Metis 
buffalo hunters who formed ‘set- 
tlements on both the northern and 
southern branches of the Saskat- 
chewan river and were making an 
effort to raise stock and do some 
tillage; the C.P.R. was approach- 


ing the prairie country; and con-| 


ditions were rapidly changing. 


The Coming of the Railway ~ 
\ ‘ \ 


In 1882 the C.P.R. was ad- 
vancing its steel across the prairie 
which hitherto had. only beer 
traversed by the wild tribes native 
to the region; the lonely packet 
drivers of the fur companies, or 
the creaky Red River carts of the 
buffalo hunters,, was to be dis- 
turbed for the first time by the 
sound of the locomotive of civili- 
zation. ‘ 

The Mounted Police had the 
maintenance of order of the whole 
country entirely in their hands 
and their work was greatly — in- 
creased by the advent of large 
numbers of men engaged in con- 
struction work. It was also their 
duty-to prevent the Indians who 
are particularly sensitive to the 
vices of the white man, from com- 
ing into contact with the construc- 
tion ganks who were often com- 
posed of awough and disorderly 
element. : 


A Twice Told Tale

At this time he had led_ his 
band to the vicinity of the present 
town of Maple Creek, where~he 
made an socuhimans and waited 
for the arrival of the construction 
gang. Attempts were made to re- 
move him but without avail, He 
declared that this was his country. 
and he was going to stay in _ it. 
The construction gang was close 
at hand, and it would never do to 
have a large party of Indians come 
in contact with the rough element

Piapot was an astute old fellow 
and he knew that he was beaten. 
He issued some orders; the oppo- 
sition to the Police was with- 
drawn; and in a few minutes the 
cavalcade of Indians wended their 
way over the hill in the direction 
of the reservation which had been 
chosen for them.

CANADA'S 
AUTOMOBILE. 
INDUSTR Y 


Throughout Canada there is’ one 
automobile for every twenty-five peo- 
ple, the Dominion in this respect 
taking only second place to the Unit- 
ed States, where there is one to 
every fifteen persons. S-_nce the in- 
troducticn of the car into Canada, 
the industry has made pheromepal 
strides. Just how remarkable. the 
growth kas been may be realized 
from the tact that whereas in 1903 
in all the breadth of the Dominion 
there were but 220 car owners, in 
1919 the number of registrations to- 
talled 324,886. By provinces the re 
gistration of cars is as follows: On- 
tario, 139,288; Saskatchewan, 54,792; 
Alberta, 34,000; Quebec, 29,188; 
Manitoba, 29,163; British Columbia, 
19,600; Nova Scotia, 9,900; New 
Brunswick, * 61; Prince Edward Is- 
Jand, 999. : 

At the present time the ,um of 
$50,000 000 is imvested in the Cana- 
dian motor industry, and its various 
lines account for the employment of 
more than 15,000 people, The estim- 

_ gted aggregate vale of cars in Canada 
last year was over $100,000,000 and 
expert investigation has elicited the 
probability of a 35 per cent increase 
over these figures for the year 1920,

* Ontario is the motor province of 
Canada in manufactures as well as 
ewnership. Windsor,’ with its sur- 
rounding commun’ties 9f Walkerville 
aud Ford City, Oshawa and Toronto 
are the most important manufactur- 
ing towns. The Ford Motor Company 
at Walkervii! employs 3,470 em- 
ployees at the® home office.’ The 
plant covering 9 acres. The recently

large plants in the Windsoy district 
are Maxwell's and the Studebaker 
Corporation, in addition to which 
there is a large number of plants 
turning out accessories and automo- 
bile parts, At Oshawa, the General 
Motors Corporation of Canada has 
three large plants, where McLauglin, 
Chevrolet ard Oldesmobile cars are 
manufactured. Last year between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000 was spent in 
this town on extenajons and improve- 
ments In connection with the indus- 
try. In Toronto the Willys Overland 
_is the principal plant, whilst London, 
Chatham, Kitchener, Hamilton and 
Brockville are also interested in the 
Manufacture.
